Death cain** peacefully 
after long hours of unconsciousness. 
Mr. Wallace' was born in Rock Is­ 
land, 111., May l l , 1866, the son of 
Henry and Nannie Cantwell Wallace. 
The elder Wallace was a m inister in 
Ms early life, but retired to the farm 
jto restore his health, moving from 
(illinois to Iowa, where 
the 
future 
liead of the departm ent of agrfeulture 
■ ew to manhood. Like many another 
, /m er boy, Wallace fought hard for 
an education Ho worked on the farm 
In sum m er and attended 
a 
village 
school in winter until he was ready 
to enter college. 
He attended Iowa 
State Agricultural college and later 
took up writing on farm topics, which 
resulted in his appointm ent as pro­ 
fessor of dairying In the Iowa college. 
He is survived by Mrs. Wallace, three 
sons and three daughters.

Amount of Money From Auto Licenses 
Underestimated by Solons,
